The first article by Miss Billie 
St. Clair follows: 
Oar L fenuy Flans. 
T here are schools th a t feel the 
value of w orthy possessions and 
traditions; such 
a 
regard 
Co­ 
m anche H igh School holds for its 
bell 
an d a recently discovered 
treasure, th e High School Library. 
W e h ad not been vitally concern­ 
ed w ith the fact th a t our library 
was in deep “need of a blood 
transufslon” until we were re ­ 
cently im pressed by our sponsor. 
It was her appeal th a t aroused 
the interest of th e Senior Class 
enough th a t they set out to gather 
facts concerning the developm ent 
of th e library. In doing this, stu ­ 
dents interviewed the people who. 
they thought, could be m ost au- 
thoratlve in giving this inform a­ 
tion. 
Several students wrote to m en 
and women who had been assoc­ 
iated w ith Com anche High School 
in its earlier days. M any of the 
“scholars" of Evans, Rogers. M ann, 
and D onaldson still reside in Co­ 
m anche. however, and interviews 
w ith them were likewise sources 
of spicy incidents. From all of 
these interview s and correspond­ 
ences we were able to deduct the 
periods of developm ent th a t our 
library has undergone. It was our 
object in interviewing authorities 
th a t our inform ation would be 
m ost accurate, but it is quite pos­ 
sible th a t we have m ade errors 
in our preparation of these facts. 
It seems th a t after the library 
was first started in 1883 w ith gifts 
from p atrons of our little town 
and the purchase of a few good 
books through teacher and stu ­ 
dent activities, the growth began 
gradually decreasing. The decline 
continued for approxim ately ten 
years, w hen interest was again 
aroused. It was this interest th a t 
led to anoth er period of evolution 
in w hich other w orthwhile vol­ 
um es were added. We were som e­ 
w hat am used to note th a t in every 
decade 
this 
library 
enthusiasm 
would rise and then give way to 
another ten or twelve years of 
lagging. We were decidedly proud 
to note, however, th a t the develop­ 
m ent would periodically come in. 
We have overlapped the devel­ 
opm ent stage of the present li­ 
brary. It was only six years ago 
th a t the S tate Supervisor paid { 
Com anche High School th e com ­ 
plim ent th a t its library was the 
best th a t she had then seen for 
a school of its size. But now. due 
to the doubled attendance since 
th a t tim e, our library is inade­ 
quate. 
It is our aim in studying the 
library th a t we can rebuild and 
reinforce it to m eet the present 
dem and of the students. Ths zeal 
we know the pioneers of C om an­ 
che had will encourage us to m ake 
our work w orthy of every pio­ 
neering effort.
